THE VICTORIANS AND THEIR GOVERNOR. 


‘When oor neighbors were going mad over the 
arrival of their new Governor, a few short months 
ago, we predicted a reaction. During the first 
few days Governor Kennedy's eyery(motion or 
word afforded a pretext for lavishing the “most 
silly praise upon their new found idol. Of coarse, 
according to the very nature of things, that could 
not lest long. But it should, never have been. 
The people of Victoria onght to have been con: 
tent to accords respectful and loyal welcome to 
their new Governor, reserving praise uptil it had 
been fairly earned, ingtead of lavishing it upon 
one who was altogether untried, and who, so 
far'as they conld know, was just as liable to 

prove s bad Governor as @ good one.. Now we 
find, as thight be expected of such people, that 
two papers out of the three have recently been 
censuring Governor Kennedy’s policy in no 
measured terms, and it is rumored that the third 
paper only defends that policy because its Editor 
has ‘‘an axé to grind.” There is no doubt that 


- Governor Kenvedy has. his faults, And who 


has not? We think he is, perhaps, a little too 
outspoken in his honest, Irish bluntness ; snd 
netimes lets slip remarks which would be bet- 
‘ter unsaid. But who would not prefer that ex- 
treme to the opposite? After making doe dis- 
count for his faults, Governor Kennedy will stand 
a very favorable comparison with the average of 
Colonial Governors-;, and we honestly think our 
neighbors dught to feel thankful that they have 
“been 80, fortunate as. to get such a Governor.

From a copy of The West Indian, a setmi-week- 
ly vewspaper published in Barbados, and dated 
April 19th, 1864, we find that an, organized 
movement exists, for. promoting ‘emigration of 

tthe redandant white population to British Colam- 
bis. In the paper alluded to we haves lengthy 


"+ geport of a meeting of the ‘* British Colambian 
~~ Agociation,” held at Marshall's Hall, for the 


parpose of promoting the objects of that organ- 
ization, from which it would appear that although 
"New Zealand and Victoria were held up as invi. 
_ ting fields for the consideration of the people. of 
Barbados, yet British Columbia has the prefer- 
ence’; and the consequence is that a deputation of 
six persons has been selected from amongst those 
desirous of emigrating to this Colony, and that 
the necessary funds are being raised in the form 
of shares to enable the deputation to. visit this 
Colony and report to the association, It appears 
-¢lao that another emigration scheme has been or- 
ganized amongst the coluted people of one of the 
parishes for the purpose of promoting emigration 
of that class to Jamaica. Under the auspices 
of this latter organization's party of 600 persons 
are understood to be on the eve of embarking for 
their new home. We have not: the means, of 
forming an opinion respecting the importance, 


numerically, of this emigration movement, or, in-; 


deed, of judging as to the suitableness of that 
class proposing to come to seek a home amongst 
us. It may be remarked, however, that the island 
of Barbados is most densely populated, both by 


‘whites and blacks, so much so that the popula- 
_. (tion is estimated at /800 persons to the square 


‘Labor is abundent, bat very cheap. Out 
of an area of 106,060 acres 100,000 are under 
cultivation! The'Jand averages $500 an acre. 


“The Kind of emigrants we want, and the 


class who will be most successful in British Col- 
umbia at its present stage, are andoubtedly 
strong armed, hard fisted, willing hearted, sober, 
industrious, persevering men, who will not be led 


' away by every excitement, and-who will be con- 


tent to lubor for reasonable wages or encounter 
the hardships and rough work incident to the 
pioneer ‘settler in a new country. The “ bovk- 
keepers and overseers” alluded to by the chair- 
man of the meeting do not, we opine, belong to 
that class ; and although we want an increase 
to our population, we fear these would not con- 
stitute a very desirable acquisition. Men of the 


' right sort in coming to this country are sure of 


employment, of one kind or another, equivalent 


_ to sixty dollars a month for unskilled labor, while 


those who chose to settle upon land will ensure 
a competency, if not absolute affluence. As to 
the clituate, it will doubtless prove a little try- 
ing at first to those accpstomed to the hotter and 
drier atmosphere of the West India Islands. 
But that it will prove even more: invigorating 
and agreeable to them.after they become aceli- 
mated, we feel confident, as this point has been 
thoroughly tested by persoos residing in this 
Colony, as well ag on Vancouver Island, who emi- 
grated from Barbados and other countries similar 
in point of climate. It is in view of such move- 
ments as the one alluded to that we would ven- 
ture again to arge upon our Government the im- 
portance of at once adbpting’s land aystem by 
which every bona fide settler, being, or désiring 
\ become, a British avhject, can “be ‘placed in 
possession of a free homestead, | This is done by 
other colonies ; it is done by our immediate neigh- 
bors ; and why should we hope to attract s pop 
ulation on less liberal terms than others? Brit 
ish Columbia is languishing for want of # popa- 


lation willing and able to till her millions of acres: 


of rich, open land, and, thereby supply our popu- 
lation with food, instead of, as now, having the 
great bulk of the produce of the gold mines pass 
into the bands of. foreign ‘produces. | Let “the 
- Executive remove every obstacle ont of the way 
of such anjemigration. Let the Barbados depa- 


_ tation be able to go back and: report that’ our 
- Government is ready to give every man who

After 
she got off and steamed into Esquimalt, little if 
any the worse for the nautical bangling, her ar- 
rival was chronicled, without an expres- 
Bion of joy for her safe deliverance or a word of 
regret or apology for haying so grossly misrep- 
resented the facts of the case.| More recently 
these same papers, in alluding prospectively to

juries she hud sustained at the mouth of the Fra- 
ser were, after all, very serious, and that she 
would be under the necessity of touching at Sau 
Francisco on her way ta Suath America in order 
to undergo the necessary repairs.

mission and Lord Gilford his life! But although 
the naval authorities may not attach much impor- 
tance to the stranding of the ship at the mouth 
of our harbor it does not follow that an investi- 
gation should not be'‘iastituted on the part of the 
Government. A Government pilot, in the pay 
of this Colony, was on board at the ‘time, and it 
is very clear from what is already known that 
blame attaches either to him‘ or ‘to the officers 
belonging to the ship. As it stands now the 
affair may injure the character of the port where 
the circumstances sre not understood, while the 
pilot lies under grave suspicion. ‘It was the 
public street talk at the time that the pilut had 


been bribed by the people of Victoria to ran the 

ship aground for the sole purpose of damaging 

the reputation of the port. But, be that, as it 

may, both for the sake of the character of our 

navigation and the character of the pilot we 

trust the Executive will not: blink the matter.

The Exploration Movement. 


The first party, which started out a week ago 
ou Wednesday, -has, we fear, proved a partial 
failure. On reaching a point about ten ‘miles 
above the head of Coquitlam Lake they aban- 
doned the idea of going further in that direction, 
and, retracing their steps, one of the party re- 
turned to the city on Thursday, the others re- 
maining to prospect on “the Coquitlam River, 
where we understand the indications are favor- 
able. We are not aware of the reasons or cir- 
cumstances which led to this abrupt deviation 
from the original programme. If anything worth 
while shouldrbe strack on ‘the Coquitlam that 
circumstance will go far towards compensating 
the disappointment arising out of the abandon- 
mest of thedrigidial dhject.’ “Brit while this re- 
sult is calculated to'damp the ardor of the pros- 
pecting spirit now abroad, we look with increa- 
ged hope to the issue of Mr. John Hall’s expedi- 
tion up the Sqaamish River, and we would cau- 
tion the public against being too easily disheart- 
eried. . Thé practical failure of the first expedi. 
tion does not at all lessen eitirer the inducements 
or the necessity for renewed and persevering 
effort. Just look at the result of a similar move- 
ment on the neighboring Island of Vancouver. 
It is generally admitted that we have more favor- 
able indications within twenty miles of this city 
than those [posses by the Sooke country. 
Let-us then teke rom the success of our 
neighbors. and sot ‘give| up until the conatry 
around us has been thoroughly explored.

The| Naples spondent of the Times gives 
the following aceoant of the circumstances under 
which Garibaldi went fo Ischia :— 
“The Duke of Sutherland, who. returned to 

Naples on the 9th June, arrived at Caprera be- 
fore dawn on the 14th, having with him Lord 
Sefton, the Hon. Mr, Molyneux, and Dr. Pulas- 
ciano. Garibaldi, whose early .babits are iwell 
known in England, was.soon on board, thoogh 
it was between 4 and 5 o'clock in the morning, 
and the Dake was sdon in readiness to regeite 
him, |Palasciano then joined. them, and Yeing 
left alone with Garilialdi, urged 
necessity of trying the sulphur baths of Ischia 
adding that this was the season, and that so good 
an occasion would never again present ‘itself. 
Garibaldi and his Neapolitan doctor shortly af- 
ter landed, and the Duke and@ his friends fullow- 
ed Ister. The visit to Ischia was again orged, 
and Garibaldi reselved on making. it.. Ddring 
the morning the Duke and Palasciano, aq 
panied by Ricciotti, wandered about the iglund. 
While.about two miles distant from the hotse. of 
Ghrilialdi, they saw the fag of Italy hoisted, 
giving the dwelling of Cincinnatus the propottions 
of a palace. The Duke had brought with, him 
a mast‘as a flagstaff, which was landed by¥ the 
crew of the Undine, dnd on Garibaldi seeing it, 
and learning what it fas, he exclaimed, * to 
¢ troppé’ (this is too much). Daring the alseuce 
of the Duke, and in the presence of Garibaldi a- 
ldhe, it wasfixed and the Union Jack hhving 
he hoisted, was followed immediately by the flag 
of Victor Emmanuel, In the evening thei Un- 
dine left Caprera for Genoa, having on board, the 
Duke of Sutherland, Lord Sefton, the Hon, Mr. 
Molyneux, and Dr. Palasciano On the evening 
of the of the 17th, the Utidine, having been sent 
back from Genoa, artived at Caprera, and Gari- 
buldi and his son, accompanied by ten othet. per- 
sens, consisting of some friends, his medica] man, 
his secretary, and a couple of servants, went on 
hoard the same evening. At 6 o’clock om Bar 
day morning they started, and after a good run 
arrived at Ischia on Sanday morning at 8 o'clock. 
No one appeared tu be aware of the fact ; an 
English yacht lay off the island, and Mr./Close, 
the proprietor, went on board and offered 4 small 
carriage, which was declined, At about 2 d’clock 
Garibaldi landed ; there were few persons pre- 
dent ; there was no demonstration, and h¢ who 
had conquered and. given away & ‘kingdom, 
mounted ad ass and rode off to the Baths at 
Casamicciola. How long he will remain is doubt- 
ful, certainly not mire than fifteen days ; imean- 
while the Undine, which came over to Naples. 
on the 20th te coal and to anderge seme ‘slight 
repaira, is placed at his disposal. Such iga true 
and faithful report of a visit which will, na doubt 
¢reate much unnecessary sensation and 6 scula-
